Mr. Lyall commented on the area between the railing and the curb. Mr. Henn
stated that Alcohol Beverage Control requires a barrier in front of the Nanawall and
therailing issimilar to that of the Brick Anchor Brew House.

Mr. Lyal adso commented on the location of the third table that cannot be
serviced. He suggested having just two tablesin front of the Nanawall and having the
railing across the red brick building only.

Mr. Klemt made a motion to gpprove the application subject to: the railing
shall extend across the front of the red brick building which it is serving. Mr. Glenn
seconded the motion. The Board voted aye.
